Sierra Madre’s Volunteer 
Firefighters had a busy time 
of it this past weekend. 

Friday evening the fire¬ 
fighters were called to aid 
Monrovia in fight ing a 
brush fire in the hills above 
Monrovia as part of a mu¬ 
tual aid agreement among 
the cities. At about the time 
this fire was considered well 
contained and during mop- 
up the volunteers were 
requested to provide and en¬ 
gine and crew for a “Strike 
Team” for the large chemi¬ 
cal fire in Azusa. An engine 
and six man crew was im¬ 
mediately dispatched to aid 
the Azusa firefighters. 

With a good-size crew at 
the Sierra Madre Fire Sta¬ 
tion, to provide full cover¬ 
age locally, Arcadia and 
Monrvia moved firefight¬ 
ers to the Azusa fire and El 
Monte moved ar engine into 
Arcadia and Monrovia to 
provide back up help in case 
they were needed. 

Sierra Madre's engine ir, 
Azusa moved into the Azusa 
station to provide protection 
for the rest of the city and 
made three runs before re 
turning to the city at 4:30 
the following morning. 

The mutual-aid agreement 
was again put into use an 
■Sunday when a fire was 
started on the Mt. Wilson 
Trail, a few hundred feet 
above the houses at the bot¬ 
tom of the Trail. Arcadia 
and Monrovia automatically 
responded engines to the fire 
and the U.S. Forest Service 
dispatched manpower and 
its helicopter stationed at 
Chantry Flats. Lines were 
soon laid and the fire 
brought under control before 
a helicopter drop was neces¬ 
sitated. Arcadia’s engine 31 
moved into the Sierra Madre 
Fire station to protect the 
rest of the city and El Monte 
moved an engine into Ar¬ 
cadia as a back-up. 

Sunday afterroar, again 
ihe agencies were put to 
work as a brush fire was 
spotted above Monrovia and 
Sierra Madre rolled an en¬ 
gine and crew to the scene 
for a very brief period of 
time, as control was soon 
gained over the fire.

Prevent Tax Shift 

While the passage of Proposition 13 poses a serious 
problem for both local-government home rule and tihe 
economy of California, it may also offer opportunities to 
exact fiscal reforms which would have been politically 
unrealistic under other circumstances, according to Cal- 
Tax executive Kirk West. 

He cited the following ltem s as subjects deserving 
immediate consideration: 

— The potential for shifting from taxes to fees to 
finance many public services. 

— The consolidation if emergency services, such as 
jxjlice and fire protection, in many jurisdic.ions. 

— The reform of the civil service system and revision 
of teacher tenure laws, with emphasis on increasing pro¬ 
ductivity and accountability. 

— The option of ‘voucher plan’ financing of California 
public schools. 

— The trimming or abondonment of marginal or non- 
essential services still provided by schools, cities, and 
counties. 

— The reform and tightening of public pension 
programs. 

— The consolidation of fractured units of local gov¬ 
ernment. 

West said that to ensure that the new amendment 
begets expenditure control in government — rather than 
a simple tax shift from one government level to another 
— these and other issues will have to be tackled. 

He singled out the proposition’s two per cent lid on 
neassessmen.s and it s prohibition against locally issued 
general obligation bonds as the measure’s “two most 
troublesome provisions.” 

'The lid will soon cause serious economic inequities 
among similarly situated' taxpayers, while section 4 will 
prevent the orderly financing of necessary capital pro¬ 
grams," he said. 

West said state leaders will have to move fast to 
make critical determinations as to wheiher the state as¬ 
sumption of local welfare, court, elections, and education 
costs is in the best interest of taxpayers. 

To prevent a tax shift, West said, a constitutional 
limit on s ate and local spending will be necessary- “Since 
the property tax is now rigidly eotrolled by a one per 
cent lid, there will be mounting pressure at the slate 
level to increase sales and Income taxes — two revenue 
sources which have actually grown at twice the rate 
of the property tax in the last ten years. 

“Without a reasonable spending limitation of some- 
sort, total spending in the 'post-Jarvis’ era could soon 
outpace spending rates recorded In the ‘pre-Jarvis' period."

the date of the proposed sale 
in June. Los Angeles County 
■normally borrows $400 mil¬ 
lion to provide suffiicent 
cash to carry it through this 
“dry period." State-wide dry 
period borrowing currently 
runs about $900 million an¬ 
nually for all local govern¬ 
ments. Under a "Proposition 
13 Alternative Budget” pre¬ 
sented by Chief Administra¬ 
tive Officer Harry Hufford 
on May 2, the county would 
still have to borrow $232 
million. 

The first general outline 
of a state response to Pro¬ 
position 13 was presented by 
Governor Brown in a 10- 
minute address to a joint 
session of the Legislature an 
June 8. Tire Governor pre¬ 
faced his proposal with th-.- 
following points: 

— There will be no new 
state taxes. 

— The state government 
must “share the burden” of 
Proposition 13. 

— A freeze will be placed 
on state hiring, and no ex¬ 
isting positions will be re¬ 
placed except in emergen¬ 
cies. 

— The state budget must 
be cut by $300 million. 

Brown then asked the 
legislature to develop a pro¬ 
gram which would apportion 
the remaining property taxes 
among local taxing districts 
and commit the entire sur¬ 
plus this year to local sup¬ 
port in the form of $4 bil¬ 
lion in direct aid a.nd $1 
billion in emergency loans 
to meet immediate cash-flow 
needs. Ho called an the Leg¬ 
islature to adopt a “lean and 
frugal” state budget, and 
also asked the federal gov¬ 


ernment — In light of the 
$2 billion in new income 
taxes which it will receive 
as a Proposition 13 windfall 
— to reexamine its priorities 
and to provide assistance to 
state government. 

Noting that business will 
save $3 billion .under Propo¬ 
sition 13, he urged corporate 
leaders to reco g n i z e a 
"moral obligation” for in¬ 
vestment in California to 
create jobs to “shelter and 
smooth the shock that car 
occur.” 

The hint of the first major 
policy issue in the imple¬ 
mentation of Proposition 13 
occurred immediately after 
the governor’s speech in a 
comment by Assembly 
Sitoaker Leo McCatrhy, who 
indicated surprise with the 
proposal for $4 billion in 
direct aid. He suggested that 
$3 billion would be more 
appropriate. Underlying this 
issue of how much of the 
surplus will be spent in 1978- 
79 are the more fundamen¬ 
tal questions of how far 
state and local government 
will be cut back this year, 
what will be the poltical im¬ 
pact of deep cuts on the No¬ 
vember elections, and how 
long the surplus can be used 
to defer new state tax^s. 

The governor’s proposal 
suggests that California will 
not really bite the Pronosi- 
tion 13 bullet until 1979-80. 
It would appear, at least for 
the present, that legislative 
sentiment favors an ap¬ 
proach that expends surplus 
funds more slow 1 y and 
avoids new taxes for at least 
two years. 

A Senate plan, while not 


yet released, is expected to 
propose $3 billion in direct 
aid with an added $1.1 bil¬ 
lion for loans and emergen¬ 
cies, to be allocated rough¬ 
ly as follows:
